UK and 
Saudi Arabia 
sign $1.8b 
deal 

LONDON, Nov 23, (Reuter): 
Britain and Saudi Arabia agreed 
a £1 billion (SI. 8 billion) British 
investment programme today to 
offset a major Saudi arms pur- 
chase, the Defence Ministry said. 

The compensation deal was 
arranged as part of a Saudi pur- 
chase of British arms believed to 
be worth about £10 billion (SI 8 
billion). 

A spokesman said protocols 
signed in Riyadh by Defence 
Secretary George Younger and 
Saudi Arabian Defence Minister 
Prince Sultan Ibn Abdul Aziz 
involved investment in Saudi 
military and civilian projects into 
the neat century. 


Younger later flew to Madina 
to meet King Fahd at the end of a 
three-day visit to Saudi Arabia. 

The arms deal, including 
advanced Tornado warplanes, is 
die biggest ever won by the Brit- 
ish weapons industry. It began hr 
1986 with an order for 72 Tor- 
nado aircraft, but a further 
agreement in July added SO more 
as well as other weapons. 

The Ministry of Defence said a 
joint committee had been set up 
under the offset deal to 
encourage co-operative ven- 
tures, especially those involving 
transfer of advanced technology 
to Saudi Arabia. No details of 
individual projects were availa- 
ble. 

Bush names 
security adviser 

WASHINGTON, Nov 23, 
(Reuter): President-elect George 
Bush today named Lieutenant 
General Brent Scowcroft as Ids 
White House National Security 
Adviser. 

He told a news conference: “I 
have chosen as my national 
security adviser Brent Scowcroft 
... a man for whom I have 
extraordinarily high regard."

Iraq accused of delaying tactics 

Iran rules out 

territorial 

concessions 


NICOSIA, Nov 23, (Reuter): 
Iran vowed today to make no 
territorial concessions to Iraq 
but said it would persevere 
'with peace talks despite what 
it called delaying tactics by 
Baghdad. 

“The Iranian delegation will 
not back down as little as one 
inch on Iran's sovereignty on _. 
lands and over our territorial 
waters," Foreign Ministry spok- 
esman MortezaSarmadi said. 

The spokesman, in an 
interview m Kayhan newspaper 
quoted by the Iranian news 
agency IRNA, said Iraq should 
negotiate on the basis of United 
Nations Resolution 598. which 
both countries have accepted. 

Secure 

Sarmadi, a member of Iran's 
delegation at peace talks in Gen- 
eva foHowingra Aug 20 ceasefire 
in the eight-year war, said a 1 975 
border treaty was the foundation 
of the talks. 

Iraq tore up the Algiers 
accord, which draws the border 


effectively down the centre of the 
Shatt A1 Arab waterway, at the 
outset of the war in 1980. Bagh- 
dad says it has sovereignty over 
the whole waterway. 

Iraq wants to secure an 
agreement to dredge the Shatt, its 
main outlet to the Gulfc before 
discussing other issues- at the 
talks. It has also called for a com- 
prehensive prisoner exchange as 
a humanitarian act separate 
from the peace process. 

Sarmadi said Resolution 598, 
passed in July lastyear, was bind- 
ing on both countries. 

Patience 

He called on the United 
Nations and its Security Council 
to take steps to make Iraq com- 
ply with it He did not specify the 
measures. 

Accusing Iraq of delaying tac- 
tics to tire Iran and wring conces- 
sions from it, the Foreign Minis- 
try official said Iran would keep 
its patience. 

“The biggest drawback is to 
act hastily or fed frustrated," he 
said. Iran has said the talks will

Benazir raps delay 
in naming premier 


ISLAMABAD, Nov 23, (Agen- 
cies): Benazir Bhutto said today 
that Pakistan's President should 
call on her Pakistan People's 
Party to form the neat govern- 
ment or risk damaging the 
chance for a smooth transiuon of 
power. 

At a news conference one week 
after her party won the largest 
bloc of votes in the National 
Assembly, Benazir denounced 
the delay in naming her prime 
minister. 

Benazir and President 
Ghulam Ishaq Khan are at odds 
on the timing of no mina ting the 
next prime minister. 

During yesterday’s two-and- 
half hour meeting, Benazir said 
the President indicated his 
nomination for prime minister 
would be decided after Dec 5, 
when the newly elected assembly 
meets and chooses its speaker. 

The election of speaker would 
decide which party has the 
majority of seats. Benazir dis- 
agreed. “Even a single day is too 
long." 

Compares 

Her People’s Party’s 99 seats in 
the 237-seat legislature compares 
to 57 won by her closest rival the 
right-wing Islamic Democratic 
Alliance. 

Although she has declined to 
identify them, Benazir maintains 
she has recruited enough votes to 
command a majority among 
newly elected National Assem- 
bly members. 

“As soon as we're called upon 
to form the government we will 
present proof of our majority,” 
she said. 

Alliance chief, Punjab Chief 
Minister Nawaz Sharif, who also 
met yesterday with Ishaq Khan, . 
continued to insist that the fight 
wasn't over and he still had a 
chance to form the government. 


If a party other than hers is 
asked to form the government, 
Benazir said: “It would be highly 
dangerous (and) plunge Pakistan 
into a deep crisis." 

She tola reporters government 
officials in the IDA were using 
threats to recall loans or start 
court cases to win over indepen- 
dents, who will hold the balance, 
in parliament following the Nov 
\6 elections. 

“A process of intimidation, 
blackmail and coercion is going 
on,” she said. "Our concern is 
why is it being permitted.” 

Charges 

But IDA spokesman Murtaza 
Pooya said the charges were 
completely unfounded. “I'm 
sure we didn't resort to such tac- 
tics," he said by telephone from 
Lahore. 

Benazir said she was still con- 
fident of becoming prime mini- 
ster as the IDA could not possi- 
bly gather enough deputies. 

Last night Benazir also met 
Army Chief General Mirza 
Aslant Beg, whose consent is 
widely considered vital for her to 
take office. 

BBC reported, Benazir 
assured Beg that she does not 
have any intention to reshuffle 
the top brass or make drastic 
changes in the Army. 

She also told Beg that she does 
not want to avenge his father's 
hanging. Zulfikar Ali Bhutto was 
overthrown by the Army in 1977 
and hanged in 1979.

Oakley. 

Ishaq Khan is holding three 
days of meetings wim the heads 
of all political parties and groups 
in the newly elected assembly.

Winds raise 
threat of 
drifting mines 
in Gulf 

BAHRAIN, Nov 23, (Reuter): 
Drifting mines ripped from their 
mooring by winter winds pose a 
fresh threat to shipping in the 
Gulf just as Western navies are 
winding down minehunting, 
naval experts said. 

The mines, laid off the coasts 
oflran and Iraq during the eight- 
yearlong Gulf war, could drift 
into busy shipping lanes in com- 
ing months despite extensive 
mine- sweeping efforts in the 
southern and central Gulf, Wes- 
tern naval experts said today. 

“There is a good chance many 
of the mines in the north anil 
break loose... and float back 
down the Gulf, carried by winter 
currents along the coasts of 
Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, 
and Qatar,'* a Navy source said. 

Fleet 

“There is more chance of that 
happening now when the north- 
westerly winds are blowing,” he 
added. 

Despite the forecast, two 
Italian minehunters are due to 
pull out of the Gulf with the rest 
ofthefr fleet by the end ofDecem- 
ber. 

British, Dutch, French and 
Italian vessels are halfway 
-through a final sweep of southern 
reaches of the waterway which so 
Car has netted no mines. 

The Belgian Navy has already 
withdrawn from the operation, 
due to end by Christmas, while 
the last Dutch minesweeper is 
scheduled to leave the Gulf on 
Dec 2. 

One Western naval expert 
warned: “If they (European min- 
esweepers) find anything nasty 
tomorrow, the whole 
programme will be delayed.” 

The US Navy, which has six 
minehunters in the northern 
Gulf, has netted 166 mines in the 
past year and estimates at least 
200 are left. Western naval 
experts believe the mines were 
laid by Iran. 

Most are believed to be 
moored out of the reach of 
foreign mines w eepers, in or near 
Iranian and Iraqi territorial 
waters. 

- The US Navy said this month 
its minesweepers had cleared a 
danger area 16 miles (25 1cm) 
wide and 12 miles (18 Ion) long 
near Iran's Farsi in the 
central Gulf. 

Lloyds shipping intelligence 
yesterday warned ships to watch 
out for drifting or sunken mines. 

Commercial shipping officials 
said they were taking the warning 
seriously. 
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South Korean opposition demands probe 

Chun apologises for 
abuses and corruption 


SEOUL, Nov 23, (AP): Former 
' South Korean strongman Chun 
Doo-H wan told the nation today 
he was tony for abuses ana 
corruption during his 
presidency, and said he was giv- 
ing back $24 million and accept- 
ing rural exile. His opponents 
called that insufficient and 
demanded an investigation. '■ 

Radical students — among 
Chun’s most vitriolic critics — 
staged campus and street 
protests in Seoul and elsewhere 
to press their demands he be 
arrested on corruption and other 
charges. 

In a nationally televised 
speech from his home in Seoul, 
Chun apologised for misdeeds 
committed during his seven-year 
rule, which ended last February. 

“My dear people, I am really 
sorry,” Chun said in a grim voice. 
“I have to bear Ml responsibility 
for the past seven years, which is 
branded by the people as an era 
of authoritarianism and mis- 
deeds, although I tried to do my 
best in my way.” 

Chun, looking tired and 
strained, apologised for corrup- 
tion, and other misdeeds and 
offered to surrender all his per- 
sonal property , including a $ 1 .4- 
million house, two golf club 
memberships and S3 J million in 
cash. He also said he would 
return some S20 million in 
political funds. 

Repentance 

Chun and his wife, Lee Soon- 
Ja, left their home after the 
speech to begin rural exDe, a 
traditional way for disgraced 
Korean leaders to show repen- 
tance. Mrs Lee wept in the car 
that took them away. 

The couple spent the first day 
of their exue in a remote Buddh- 
ist temple in eastern South 


Korea. Newspapers said they 

would stay in a nearby village for . 
a while but would move 
occasionally for security 
reasons. Radical groups had 
vowed to punish Chun. . 

Newspapers quoted uniden- 
tified government sources as say- 
ing President Roh Tae-Wpo lik- 
ely would issue. a^atemeut soon 
appealing for the natimrttHw-' 
give Chun. The sources said Roh 
wanted a meeting with opposi- 
tion leaders to defuse the crisis, 
but it was unclear if he would 
succeed. 

Opposition leader Kim Dae- 
Jung said Chun's apology was 
“personally sincere,” but it fell 
short of public expectations. He 
said he and other opposition 
leaders doubted the apology was 
sufficient. 

Acquired 

Kim, president of the opposi- 
tion Party for Peace and 
Democracy, proposed the 
National Assembly appoint a 
special prosecutor to guarantee a 
neutral probe of allegations 
against Chun, his family and 
associates. 

He said Chun must appear 
before parliamentary inves- 
tigative committees and “make 
public in a manner convincing to 
the people” how the former 
president acquired and spent 
political funds amounting to 
“billions of dollars.” 

Another top opposition 
leader, Kim Young-Sam, also 
called for the appointment of a 
special prosecutor, saying: “The 
truth must be dearly disclosed 
regardless of such an apology-" 

Students denounced Chun’s 
apology as “a challenge to the 
nation,” and staged campus and 
street protests in Seoul and 
provincial cities. 
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Arafat will seek 
UN seat for 
Palestinian state 


■ TUNIS, Nov 23, (Agencies): 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion chairman Yasser Arafat will 
ask for full UN membership for 
the newly declared Palestinian 
state when he addresses the inter- 
national body early next month, 
a PLO spokesman said yester- 
day. 

Farouk Kaddoumi, head of 
the PLO’s political office, said if 
the United States vetoes such a 
request, the PLO will demand 
that Israel’s UN membership be 
frozen based on the 1947 UN 
resolution that helped give birth 
to the Jewish state. 

“The US administration can- 
not accept only half of UN 
Resolution 181, by which Israel 
was created and admitted into 
the UN and which also precon- 
ceived the creation of a Palestin- 
ian state,” Kaddoumi said. 

Basis 

The resolution formed the 
baas for the state of Israel and 
called for the partition of the holy 
land into Jewish and Palestinian 
states. 

The Palestine National Coun- 
cil. the Palestinian parliament- 
in-sale, met in Algiers last week 
to declare an independent state in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

Arafat told reporters in Cairo 
yesterday he was informed by 
Egyptian President Mubarak 
that US authoritieshad agreed to 
grant him an entry visa for his 
planned UN address next 
month. 

ButWhiteHouseandUSState 
Department officials said Arafat 
had not yet made a formal 
request for an entry visa and 
would have to do so if he wanted 

Meanwhile, a senior UN 
official said yesterday that the 
United Nations submitted a visa 
application to US authorities on 
Monday for Arafat 

The United Nations also 
relayed visa applications for a 
number of aides to the PLO 
leader, the official said. 

The Cairo-based Middle East 
News Agency yesterday quoted 
an Arafat adviser as saying the 
PLO chairman also would ask 


the UN to place the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip under UN mandate and 
that a referendum, bn indepen- 
dence be held among the Pales- 
tinian inhabitants of the 
occupied territories. 

Israel ruled out action against 
Egypt today over its recognition 
of the Palestinian state. 

But Israeli diplomats contin- 
ued to lobby the United States 
against allowing Arafat to visit 
UN headquarters in New York 
to seek international support for 
the state. 

The government of Niger 
today became the 55th country 
to recognise the Palestinian state. 

Upgrading 

In Paris, diplomats said today 
that France is considering 
upgrading the PLO’s delegation 
in Paris from its present status as 
a liaison and information office. 

They said the initiative by 
Foreign Minister Roland 
Dumas would stop short of giv- 
ing the PLO full diplomatic 
status. 

In an interview President Mit- 
terrand said that the Palestinians 
have the right to independent 
statehood, but such a state would 
not be viable without Jordan. 

“Jordan constitutes a major 
piece of the Middle East puzzle," 
Mitterrand told the Socialist 
daily newspaper Liberation. 
“No one can contest the PLO’s 
right and ability to act on its own. 
But one cannot envision a Pales- 
tinian state by ignoring Jordan.” 

Shi’ite cleric 
released 

MANAMA, Nov 23, (AP): The 
Shi’ite cleric arrested and depor- 
ted by the United Arab Emirates 
■was freed in Bahrain and left for 
an unidentified Arab capital, a 
report published today said. 

The Saudi Arabian daily AJ 
Sharq A1 Awsat quoted uniden- 
tified sources as denying that the 
Shf ite cleric Sayed Abdullah A1 
Ghuraifi had faced any 
problems. It also denied a report 
that sa id he was kidnapped last 
week while in Bahrain. 


Teenager dies as 
Arabs go on strike 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Nov 23, (Reuter): A Palestinian 
teenager shot by troops in the 
West Bank died of his wounds 
just before Arabs staged a gen- 
eral strike in the occupied 
territories today to protest at the 
expulsion of anti-Israeli ativists. 

The Army said the boy, 14, 
and another demonstrator were 
wounded by soldiers during a 
street battle on Saturday in Betta, 
a village near Nablus. 

Tel Hashomer Hospital, near 
Tel Aviv, said be died last night. 

The death raised to 324 the 
number of Palestinians killed In 
an 1 1 -month-old uprising 
against Israeli ride in the West 


Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Eleven Jews have also died in 
the revolt 

The boy was the second Arab 
killed in protests in the West 
Bank since the Palestine 
National Council proclaimed an 
independent Palestinian state 
last week. Israel denounced the 
declaration. 

Palestinians staged today's 
strike in solidarity with more 
than 30 Arabs expelled by Israel 
after bring accused of inciting the 
uprising. 

The Army clamped curfews on 
several areas, confining residents 
to their homes, to forestall 
demonstrations. 


Sikh extremists massacre 23 


CHANDIGARH, Nov 23, 
(Agencies): Sikh extremists 
aimed with automatic weapons 
shot their way through a mostly 
Hindu town in northern 
Haryana state, firing indis- 
criminately at passersby on a 
rampage that left 23 people dead 
and 37 .wounded, police said 
today. 

Police in Chandigarh, the joint 
capital of the Haryana and Pun- 
jab states, blamed the assault last 
night on the Khalistan Com- 
mando Force, one of the most 
radical of several Sikh extremist 
groups fighting to create an 
independent S»kh nation in Pun- 
jab. 

Six gunmen — four in a jeep 


and two on a motorcycle — 
staged the killing spree in 
Kaithal, a mostly Hindu town 80 
miles (130 km) southwest of 
Chandigarh on the Punjab bor- 
der, authorities said. 

Gunfire 

After first fatally shooting six 
people standing beside a railroad 
crossing, the assailants sped 
down the main street of the town 
of about 100,000 people, killing 
five members of one family who 
were standing outside a shoe 
shop in the mam market district, ' 
police said. 

Shopkeepers dosed their Malls 
and residents fled Indoors with 
the sound of gunfire, but the Sikh

Madrid bomb blast kills 2, injures 38 


MADRID, Nov 23, (UPI): A 
two-year-old boy died today, 
bringing to two the number of 
dead in a Basque separatist bom- 
bing that marked the first terror- 
ist attack in the capital in 18 
months, authorities said. 

The bomb exploded under a 
sentry box at the headquarters of 
the paramilitary civil guard on 


Madrid's west side late last night 
and was heard across the dty. 

Thirty-eight people were 
injured in the blast, which blew 
open a 16-foot (5- metre) hole in 
the building, but only 20 
remain ed hospitalised today. 

Serious 

A 38-year-old man identified 
as Jaime Bilbao died instantly 


when his car was hit by the force 
of the explosion. 

Two-year-old Luis Delgado, 
who was in a car with his parents 
when the bomb exploded near 
them, died eight hours later of 
head wounds. His parents 
remained in very serious condi- 
tion, hospital spokesmen said. 

The bomb went off beneath a 


sentry box near the barracks of 
the headquarters where 145 civil 
guards were sleeping at the time 
of the blast 

State security spokesman 
Augustin Viiladolia said the 
attack had all the marks of the 
Basque separatist group ETA, a 
Basque language acronym for 
Basque Homeland and Liberty. 
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‘Sexual 
harassment 
widespread in 
workplace’ 


NEW YORK. Nov 23, (AP):Sex 
harassment complaints by 
female employees have been 
reported over the past year at 90 

per cent of big corporations that 

responded to a survey released 
yesterday by Working Woman 
magazine. 

In addition, the survey found 
more than a third of the 1 60 com- 
panies had been sued by victims, 
a quarter had been sued 
repeatedly, and each spent an 
average of $6.7 million a year in 
costs related to sex harrassment 

Among other findings, the 
survey said that two-thirds of 
complaints are made against 
immediate supervisors and 
upper management and that 
most cases of sex harassment are 
found to be valid. 

Survey 

Working Woman called it the 
first scientific sampling of sex 
lior US a 


harassment at major US com- 


The survey said that the over- 
whelming number of incidents 
were reported by women com- 
plaining about unwanted atten- 
tion from men and that women in 
predominantly male workplaces 
felt the most vulnerable. 

The magasing also said the 
survey found how a problem 
once regarded as a fe minis t issue 
had beoome a substantial busi- 
ness concern, partly because of 
the increasing numbers of 
women at all levels of the work 
force. 

“This is no longer the 
stereotypical old boss chasing 
the pretty young secretary 
around the desk/’ Anne 
MoDegen Smith, editor in chief, 
said at a news conference. “If 
companies don’t deal with it bet- 
ter, this is a financial time bomb 
for American business.”

B-2 Stealth bomber unveiled 


PALMDALE, California, Nov 
23, (UPI): The B-2 Stealth 
strategic bomber will take to the ■ 
air for the first time by early 
January, the Air Force said after 
showing off the revolutionary 
$450-million plane for the first 
time. 

Tuesday's carefully orches- 
trated and heavily guarded 
public debut of the boomerang- 
shaped “flying wing” earned a 
decade of multibillion-dollar 
research and development by 
government and private contrac- 
tors.

Don’t accept gifts, 
Chinese officials told 


BEIJING, Nov 23, (Reuter): 
China today formally banned 
government officials from giving 
or accepting presents, a nation- 
wide practice pursued for cen- 
turies which previous efforts 
have failed to stop. 

Official newspapers published 
on their front pages an order 
from the State Council (cabinet) 
which said government fuction- 
aries could be dismissed if they 
.persisted. 

Obeyed 

But the economic dafly admit- 
ted in an editorial that previous 
attempts to eradicate lavish gift- 
giving with public funds at ban- 
quets and conferences had failed 
and matters were getting worse 
as corruption became the norm. 

The new order was not just 
“wind whistling in the ear” but 
had to be obeyed, the newspaper 
said. 

One Western businessman 
said gift-giving had got so out of 
hand that foreign business guests 
to banquets given by state-run 
companies were sometimes 
“invited to bring a small gift” — 
‘riirhisxase50plastichriefeases: — 


Even the Communist Party 
newspaper People’s Dafly cast 
doubt on whether the govern- 
ment could make people obey its 
orders. 

It recounted how police, jud- 
ges and court investigators in the 
northeast city Dandong defied 
orders cutting state spending and 
illegally imported 159 cars from 
Japan. 

Abuse 

“Power is above the law,” it 
said in a comment on the case. 
“Abuse of power to hide illegal 
activities is the root cause of this 
scandal” 

The officials even resorted to 
dismantling finished cars, impor? 
ting them as “spare parts”, then 
reassembling them. 

Some officials were quoted as 
saying that since their job was to 
investigate and watch over other 
people, no one would investigate 
them. “We break the law a little 
— it doesn’t matter,” one said.

BLOEMFONTEIN, South

Demi rag, 32, an alleged right- 
ist, apologised for the attack dur- 
ing his first trial appearance last 
month. 

Apology 

“I apologise to Prime Minister 
Ozai. what I did was wrong. He 
is a good man,” he said at the 
time. 

Anatolian quoted him as say- 
ing after sentence was passed: “I 
take refuge in the justice of the 
court.”

Answering the charges by 
some of the Middle Eastern par- 
ticipants that the industrialised 
countries are exporting disease 
to the developing world, Koop 
said: “It is reprehensible for any 
industrialised nation to export 
disease, disability and death to a 
developing nation and put upon 
it the burden of health care.” 

This is why, he said, it is impor- 
tant for the WHO to take the 
lead. And he warned: “It is not 
going to be easy because some of 
the developing nations rely on 
tobacco for the major cash 
income." 

Favoured 

He ruled out the possibility 
that the US can take measures to 
cut down production and expor- 
tation of tobacco. 

“Cbngress has always, for his- 
toric reasons, afforded a 
favoured place to tobacco. They 
say that it is not a food, a drug or 
a cosmetic, therefore it cannot be 
regulated," said Koop. 

But he stressed that the US 
Public Health Service, some of 
the congressmen and voluntary 
groups are exerting efforts to 
reverse this trend.

Koop gave some valuable 
advice on quitting and the effec- 
tiveness of nicotine chewing 
gum. He stressed the importance 
of mental preparation before 
resorting to medicines. 

“A smoker has to decide that 
he wants to quit and the best way 
to do that is by having a self- 
rewarding goal. Ninety per cent 
of smokers would like to quit and 
every smoker who has quit had 
tried at least five times before he 
was successful” said Koop. 

“You have to have resolve to 
quit, and an understanding that 
you are an addict and that smok- 
ing is not just a dirty habit you 
can kick any time you want.” 

He said nicotine chewing gum 
is a good way to ease a person 
from cigarette addiction, but it 
has to be used under prescrip- 
tion. 

Strides 

“Don't give a patient nicotine 
chewing gum unless he is part of a 
programme where be will con- 
tinue to reduce the useof chewing 
gum. If he uses it for more than 
three months it means he has got 
to stop and try another way,” 
said Koop. 

He said that the US has made 
great strides in reducing the num- 
ber of smokers. In the past 25 
years the number of smokers 
dropped from more than half of 
the US population to less than 30 
percent.

Kuwaiti fire fighters were still 
struggling early Wednesday to 
control the blaze aboard the ves- 
sel but the ship's Indian and Bur- 
mese crew were rescued unhar- 
med. the agency said 

“Preliminary investigations 
with the ship's captain indicate 
the cause of the fire was a short 
circuit in the engine room, which - 
later spread to the command 
area,'',, a. spokesman said. 
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e daily learnt that an Arab 
youth killed his 20-year-old sister 
by slabbing her with a knife. 

The accused was living with 
the victim in the same flat and 
their parents were residing 
abroad. The parents tried several 
times to speak with their daugh- 
ter on the telephone. On each 
occasion, the brother gave dif- 
ferent excuses for her absence. 

After becoming suspicious, 
one of the family members came 
to Kuwait Unable to locale the 
girl they informed the autho- 
rities of her absence. 

Investigations by the security 
men led to the arrest of the youth 
who confessed to the crime. 

Buried 

The victim's brother claimed 
that he questioned the moral 
character of his sister. He took 
her to an isolated area in the 
desert stabbed her to death and 
buried her body there. 

He guided police to the desert 
spot where he had buried his sis- 
ter. The body was in such an 
advanced stage of decomposi- 
tion that positive identification 
was difficult the paper said.

Another was 
while passing through a ring of 
fire the flames suddenly became 
more fierce and he could 
neither let go of the rope nor 
keep hanging. Some years ago, 
in the ape-man called Zimbo a 
lioness took hero Azad Irani's 
head right inside her mouth and 
he started bleeding, profusely. 
He was at once saved but the 
recovery took many days. ’

India where Nargis passes 
through a jungle of fire looks 
terrific on the screen.

Too many cooks 
spoil the broth 


YES, the government can certainly do something about 
the stagnation that is hitting the Kuwait Stock Market. 
We mean to say stagnation — not drop or retreat. 

We stress here again that the laws and regulations 
applied at the Stock Market are simply funny. Basically, 
all bad decisions are applied and good ones overlooked. 
And many decisions made long ago have just been 
shelved. 

These decisions are expected to be enforced tomorrow 
or maybe after a month or even longer. Meanwhile, 
people are adversely affected by their a bsence. 

An example is the decision on “duration sale" of 
shares. It is really surprising that authorities delayed its 
implementation. And why do we not increase the ceiling 
of share prices. Why do we not study the present trading 
law at the bourse to see if its clauses are good for this 
period or not? 

Additionally, we should ask if the banks and compan- 
ies having their shares traded in the market have bought 
the permissable 10 per cent of their shares or not. 

Why doesn’t the Central Bank pressure these banks 
and companies to purchase these shares instead of put- 
ting their money in US dollars for more interest rates — in 
spite of the fact that in the long run the return on Kuwaiti 
shares will be higher. The government can do many 
things in this respect. 

Why should so many bodies be looking to the same 
issue. We want to know who is responsible for the bourse, 
its functioning, and administration? Is it the Ministry of 
Commerce or the Ministry of Finance? Overlapping of 
duties and responsibilities certainly disrupt the work. 
One side should be responsible for this important 
market. Alternatively, it could be an independent body 
supervised by one ministry. 

It should be realised that the retreat in the bourse 
harms financial positions for individuals. As a result, the 
state will have to pay the price. 

Part of the bourse is looked after by the Ministry of 
Finance, another by the Ministry of Commerce, a third 
by the Chamber of Commerce, a fourth is directly 
influenced by merchants and dealers, while another is 
reflected on the bank loans and its assets. 

We simply want a solution.

STOCKHOLM, (AP): In 

Sweden, everybody can walk 
into the prime minister's office 
and look through his xnaiL They 
can also peek into government 
records and find out a lot about 
your neighbour, from his salary 
to his debts. 

As a matter of policy, govern- 
ment records have been open to 
the public since 1766, when a 
political party known as the Caps 
ousted the rival Hats from gov- 
ernment in an election fought 
over charges that the Hats were 
keeping too much secret. 

Now, in the era of the 
ubiquitous computer and prob- 
ing media, some Swedes com- 
plain about an invasion of 
privacy. 

Prime Minister Ingvar Carts- 
son is not one of them. Of 5,577 
documents which crossed his 
desk during the firsL 10 months of 
this year, only 109 were clas- 
sified. The majority were internal 
memos and correspondence with 
foreign governments. 

Advantage 

Vivianne Eriksson, who regi- 
sters the mail and indexes the 
documents of computer, said not 
many people take advantage of 
the privilege of going through 
Carlsson's mail. 

She estimated that no more 
than one visitor a week, usually a 
journalist, came into her office 
for a look. “I suppose most peo- 

E le don't know they can come 
ere," she said in an interview. 
Leafing through the computer 
index, a reporter found subjects 
ranging from theories about who 
murdered Carlsson's predeces- 
sor. Olof Palme, to requests for 
an autograph. 

Other letters were appeals for 
political asylum and complaints 
about pollution or the hunting of 


information about the citizenry, 
most of which is open to the 
public. 

Every Swedish resident has a 
IQ-digit “personal number,” 
which begins with the birthday.

If you take that number to the 
county police, you can find out if 
he or she has any unpaid bills and 
how much he or she owes.

Such disregard for privacy has 
been accepted as a price for keep- 
ing people honest in a society that 
strives for equality among its 
citizens. But hundreds of people 
complain every year that auth- 
orities and private companies 
abuse public records. 

Complaints 

Such complaints come to data 
inspection, a 40-man Depart- 
ment of the Justice Ministry 
which monitors compliance with 
the regulations governing access 
to information and privacy. 

One common complaint 
comes from people bombarded 
by junk mail whose names com- 
panies obtained through govern- 
ment records. In some cases, 
advertisers paid government 
offices to compile mailing lists, 
said Leif Stenstrom, an official at 
the department. 

The department was set up in 
1973 when the government ins- 
tituted a law to guard against 
misuse of the personal number. 
Criminal files are restricted, as 
are files about cases of serious 
social problems. 

Further efforts to limit access 
have failed to find the right 
balance between the public's 
right to know and the protection 
of privacy. Stenstrom said.

“There’s been a U-turn,’’ said 
Stenstrom. “From enabling the 
common man to control the 
authorities, you could say (free 
access) now helps the authorities 
to control the common man.” 

Peter Seipel, a professor oflaw 
at Stockholm University, said 
the idea endorsed by the Caps 
200 years ago — that men of 
power and high rank need watch- 
ing — still applies.

India visit gives Gorbachev a political boost

NEW DELHI, (Reuter): 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev will meet the new US 
administration and other Wes- 
tern leaders in the coming weeks 
buoyed by the solid backing of 
the world’s biggest democracy 
after a three-day visit to India. 

Gorbachev and Prime Mini- 
ster Rajiv Gandhi reforged the 
close links the two leaders have 
developed at five previous meet- 
ings since 1985, holding nine 
hours of face-to-face talks during 
the 49-hour visit which ended on 
Sunday. 

Talks 

They agreed closely on a broad 
range of bilateral, regional and 
global issues, apparently allay- 
ing Indian fears that Moscow’s 
growing rapprochement with 
Beijing would be at the expense 
of its link with New Delhi. 

Gorbachev is due to receive 
French President Francois Mit- 
terrand in Moscow next week 


and will visit Britain, Cuba and 
the United Nations in December. 

While in New York he will also 
have talks with President Reagan 
and get acquainted with 
President-elect George Bush. 

A 10-page statement issued as 
Gorbachev flew home from New 
Delhi contained common posi- 
tions on nuclear disarmament 
and strategic weapons control, a 
statement that “there should be 
no military bases or facilities out- 
side national borders,” and a call 
for a new world economic order. 

Covering the world’s hot 
spots, the two sides called for 
United Nations- sponsored talks 
on creating a broad-based 
Afghan government, plus a UN 
conference on Afghanistan if 
needed and another on the Mid- 
dle East “with the participation 
of all parties concerned on an 
equal footing.” 

They welcomed current steps 
towards a political settlement in 
Kampuchea and dialogue to 
reduce tension in Korea. They 
reiterated common positions on 


South Africa and Namibia, non- 
interference in Central America 
and support forthe Indian Ocean 
as a zone of peace. 

The visit, marked by repeated 
expressions of friendship and by 
a cultural accord designed to 
create stronger links between the 
Indian and Soviet people as well 
as their governments, brought 
visible rewards for both sides. 

Moscow recently halted its 
troop pullout from Afghanistan 
because of continued US arms 
shipments to the mujahedeen 
rebels through Pakistan. Gorba- 
chev left open the option that 
Soviet forces would stay on 
beyond the agreed Feb 15 
deadline for troop withdrawal. 


Indian support for this pos- 
fma 


sibility was implied in the final 
document paragraph that 
deplored “the obstructionist 
policy of certain forces which are 
violating the (Geneva) accords" 
— a clear reference to the United 
States and Pakistan. 

China, which Rajiv is to visit 
next m ontb , and where the Soviet 


leader may go early next year, 
was a major topic in their talks, 
Indian officials said. Gorbachev 
repeatedly assured his hosts they 1 
had nothing to fear from Sino- 
Soviet friendship, and Rajiv told 
reporters he was not worried 
over the issue. 

Gorbachev stopped short of 
siding with India in its perennial 
border dispute with China, and 
the final document made no 
reference to Gorbachev’s 
initiative towards collective 
security in the Asia-Pacific 
region. But these were the only 
notably omissions in a joint 
statement whose warmth went 
well beyond the call of 
diplomacy. 

The visit fully realised India's 
hopes of increased economic co- 
operation, and resulted in a 3.2 
billion rouble (S5.3 billion) 
credit, the largest India has 
received, much of it for nuclear 
and conventional power plants 
to be built with Soviet aid. 

An Indian spokesman said 55 
joint ventures were being discus- 


sed . and i uv - w ay t ra d e is 
scheduled to rise from Rs 52 
billion (S3.

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Colombian cocaine traders set 
sights on US heroin market

MEXICO CITY, (Reuter): 
Colombian drug traffickers, the 
dominant force in the multi- 
billion-dollars international 
cocaine trade, have begun 
exploring the US market for 
heroin. 

According to law enforcement 
officials and Latin Americans 
familiar with the lucrative traffic 
in illicit drugs, Colombians have 
started producing heroin in their 
own country and in remote areas 
of Mexico for shipment to the 
United States. 

So far, the quantities are min- 
ute in comparison with the 
world’s traditional suppliers of 
heroin; Mexico, Southwest Asia, 
and the “Golden Triangle” of 
Burma. Laos and Thailand. 

“This is something of a pilot 
scheme to see whether diver- 
sification (from cocaine) could 
be profitable,” one source said of 
the Colombians’ tentative new 
venture. 

The first indication that traf- 
fickers in Colombia — the 
world’s leading exporter of 
refined cocaine — were setting 
their eyes on a new market came 
in July when police discovered a 
heroin laboratory in Bogota. 

It was the first such facility 


ever found in Colombia, police 
said. 

A month later, anti-narcotics 
troops on patrol in southern 
Colombia came across two fields 
of opium poppy, the raw 
material for opium, moiphine 
and heroin. The fields, the largest 
discovered in Colombia, covered 
about 90 acres (36 hectares). 

By the standards of the world 
trade in heroin, this is next to 
nothing. In comparison, Mex- 


ican poppy fields are estimated to 
cover about 18,500 acres (7,400 


hectares) this year, with a yield of 
roughly six tonnes of heroin. The 
Golden Triangle produces up to 
160 tonnes a year. 

Seize 

According to the US Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
(DEA), Mexico is the largest sin- 


gle supplier of heroin to the 
United States, accounting for 


about 40 per cent of the total. 

Sources familiar with the drug 
trade say that several Colom- 
bians are involved in planting 
new poppy fields and establish- 


ing laboratories in remote areas 
ofMexico, outside the control of 


established Mexican traffickers. 

At the same time, narcotics 
experts say, Colombia's drug 
empires have begun routing huge 
quantities of cocaine through 
Mexico, taking advantage of the

country’s porous 1,952-mile 
(3,140 km) border with the 
United States. 

Persistent rumours that 
Colombian cocaine lords were 
assaulting the United States 
from new beachheads in Mexico 
were confirmed in October when 
the Mexican Army announced it 
had seized a 4.8-tonne cache of 
cocaine, the largest recorded 
anywhere in the world. 

"These developments are 
grounds for concern,’’ said a 
foreign narcotics expert based in 
Mexico. “Concern not only for 
the US but also for Europe. 
There are indications that traf- 
fickers are making increasing use 
of US ports and airports as tran- 
shipment points.” 

As in aoy business, Colombian 
traffickers looking at new mark- 
ets respond to the dictates of the 
bottom line. 

Over the past 12 months, 
Colombia's drug lords have lost 
cocaine worth almost SI billion 
(at retail prices) in seizures. The 
losing streak opened with a four- 
tonne bust in Miami, followed by 
the seizure of 4.4 tonnes near 
Tampa five months later, and 
finally the record haul in Mexico. 
Painful 

Even for criminal empires of 
the enormous wealth of the so- 
called Medellin and Cali cocaine 
cartels in Colombia, such losses 
are painful. 

When the overheads are 
oing up,” said a DEA agent in 
orida recently, “the profits 
come down and competition gels 
more fierce.” 

Drug experts say the US 
market for heroin is even more 
hotly contested than the cocaine 
trade because the heroin addict 
population has remained stable, 
at around half a million, for the 
past decade. 

Though lucrative, it is a small 
market in comparison with 
cocaine. The number of habitual 
cocaine users in the United States 
has been estimated at about 4.5 
million, with tens of thousands 
more using crack, a potent form 
of cocaine which is smoked 
rather than inhaled through the 
nose. 

“What makes heroin attrac- 
tive from the seller’s point of view 
is its very high price and low 
bulk,” said a narcotics agent. “It 
was precisely for this that many 
Colombians switched from 
marijuana to cocaine in the 
1970s.”

Its more 
militant members, including 
young workers who defied 
Walesa and declared strikes at 
two small Gdanks shipyards 
earlier this month, became con- 
vinced the talks would be phony 
and irrelevant because officiate 
lacked the will to reach 
agreement. 

Militants pressured Walesa to 
win assurances beforehand that 
the government was willing in 
principle to legalise the union, 
which has remained active des- 
pite beingbanned in 1982foliow- 
ing the martial-law crackdown. 

The government continues to 
say it wants talks, but emphasiz- 
ing not at any cost. 

Newly named Prime Minister 
Mieczyslaw F. Rakowski 
repeatedly told audiences that 
economic and soda! problems 
were too urgent to wait for the 
discussions to reach a consensus. 
The elevation of the longtime 
Solidarity foe coincided with the 
deteriorating climate for talks.

Some Bush

THERE have been many 
telephone calls in the last 
few days asking what the 
election outcome means to 
those of us who live in 
Washington. 

Nothing much will 
change. Construction has 
now begun on an 
underground bunker at the 
Burning Tree Country Club 
for Vice-President-elect 
Dan Quayle. Bush handlers 
told me that this was being 
done to emphasize the 
important role the 
administration has in store 
for Quayle. 

“Unlike the treatment of 
past vice-presidents,” one 
staffer said: “We intend to 
make full use of all Dan 
Quayle's qualifications, 
which means we are fr .ally 
going to get this country' 
out of a lot of sand traps.” 

As far as we know, 
neither Mrs Bush nor 
President-elect Bush has an 
astrologer. The Reagans 
have offered to turn over 
their own stargazer, but 
Bush's people feel that the 
president-elect should 
appoint the astrologer of 
his choice, to show the 
country that he is his own 
man. 

There is no major 
decoration work to be done 
in the White House. The 
only question is, will Nancy 
Reagan leave behind the 
china she bought during 
her first term, or will she 
say, “I paid for these dishes 
and they are mine”?

“H" word, which stands 
for Harvard, anything 
coming out of Boston for 
the next four years will be 
viewed with the same 
seriousness as press 
communiques from the 
Sandinistas.

Recently, we have shown several 
examples of deceptive plays that do 
not need to be elaborate to succeed. 
Once in a while, however, a player 
must weave a very tangled web if he 
wants to trap an opponent. 

It is difficult to fault North-

of the queen-jack of clubs would 
have made the venture sound 
indeed.

play low from both hands to the 
next trick. The technical name for 
this maneuver is the Obligatory Fi- 
nesse. However, that wasn’t possi- 
ble here, but declarer succeeded in 
pulling the wool over the defender's 
eyes and so came home nevertheless. 

As the first move in his canvas of 
false images, declarer covered the 
jack with the queen. East pul up the 
king and declarer won. Next, he 
cashed the ace of clubs before lead- 
ing a low spade toward dummy's 
king. 

Let’s move into the West seal. 
From that vantage point, declarer 
had played as if he had a doubleton 
diamond and a singleton ace of 
clubs. He was now trying to get to 
the table with the king of spades to 
get rid of his diamond loser, or los- 
ers, on the good clubs. West was 
haiing none of that, so he shot up 
with the ace of trumps to try to cash 
the ten of diamonds.

Jordan produces less than one 
per cent of the 60,000 barrels a 
day of crude oil it consumes, but 
pumps about 12 million cubic 
metres (420 million cubic feet) of 
gas daily from its Risheh field 
near the Iraqi border. 

Canada granted Jordan SI 3 
million in July to fund seismic 
work near Risheh next year by 
the Petro Canada International 
Agency for Co-operation. The 
agency signed a two-year $19- 
nmlion assistance accord with 
Jordan last year. 

Other companies involved in 
the kingdom's oil search include 
the US Amoco Oil Company, the 
Dallas-based Hunt CHI Com- 
pany and the Belgian firm 
Petrofina.

British Steel 
to be sold 
for $4.6b 

LONDON, Nov 23, (AP): 
Shares in British Steel PLC will 
be offered to the public at 125 
pence ($2.29) each, making the 
value of the state-owned steel 
maker £2.5 billion ($4.6 billion), 
the government said today. 

The closing date for applica- 
tions for the two billion shares on 
offer is Dec 2, with dealings in the 
shares due to commence simul- 
taneously in London, New York 
and Toronto on Dec 5, thegover- 
nment said in disclosing details 
of the previously announced 
privatisation. 

The share price was at the bot- 
tom end of market expectations 
that ranged from 125 pence 
($2.29) to 140 pence ($236). 

Sale 

Analysts said the government 
was likely to set a low price to 
ensure a successful sale for the 
first privatisation since the 
government’s troubled sale of its 
remaining stake in British 
Petroleum PLC, which coincided 
with the 1 987 stock crash. 

The market price of existing 
British Petroleum shares feu 
below the offering price of the 
new shares, kilHng the incentive 
for investors to buy the newly 
issued stock. 

, The British Steel sale precedes 
government efforts to sell off 
Britain's water and electricity 
industries beginning late next 
year. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher’s Conservative govern- 
ment has sold off billions of 
pounds worth of state assets 
See she came into power in 
1979. Her arm in selling off such 
companies as Jaguar PLC, Brit- 
ish PLC, and British Airways 
PLC has been to promote 
capitalism and share ownership. 


Government’s first priority is to pay debts, says minister 

Iraq to set up first joint sector bank next year 


MANAMA, Nov 23, (Agencies): 
Iraqi Finance Minister Hikmat 
Omar Mekhailef was quoted 
today as saying his country plans 
to set up its first Joint sector hank 
next year. 

The step, part of Iraq's post- 
war reconstruction plans, would 
be “just the beginning and as 
many as five to six more banks 
may be established soon," the 
minister told Dubai's English- 
language newspaper Gulf News 
in an interview in Baghdad. 

He said the government was 
considering allowing banks of 
the Gulf Co-operation Council 
member states into Iraq, but not 
foreign ones. 

The GCC groups Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar, Bahrain, 
Oman and the United Arab 
Emirates. 

The economic rehabilitation 
schemes in Iraq, and also in Iran, 
began as soon as the ceasefire 


was enforced on Aug 20, halting 
eight years of fighting between 
the two countries. 

Iraq on Nov 1 opened the first 
branches of the new state-owned 
Rashid Bank with a capital of 
1 00 million dinars ($300 million). 
The bank will compete with the 
Rafidain Bank, and both will 
offer incentives to attract busi- 
ness, Gulf News said. 

Debts 

The minister said that “a more 
vigorous banking sector" and an 
enhanced role for the private sec- 
tor were going to be the hall- 
marks of the budget that the 
government was now lining up 
for 1989. 

The mini ster stressed that the 
Iraqi government’s “first 
priority is to pay the debts." 

He declined to give precise 
figures'about the debts, but the 
paper said they have been rep ot- 
to be in the region on $65 


billion. Mekhailef said: “I am 
glad that we are now looking at 
debts which are very managea- 
ble.” 

Gulf News quoted him as say- 
ing many countries have either 
rescheduled their credit tines or 
have agreed to do so in principle. 
Talks were bdngheld with Soviet 
Union, Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Romania. He said Sofia gave “a 
very positive sign." 

The Soviets are Iraq's main 
arms suppliers. 

Mekhailef said that since 
President Saddam Hussein’s 
order in 1 985 to revamp the econ- 
omy, the country has been diver- 
sifying its economic base away 
from oil which is the country's 
main revenue earner. 

The financial policy now, he 
said, was geared to bringing 
about a “quantitative and 
qualitative change in the econ- 
omy.’ 


He referred to attempts to 
increase exports, including 
petrochemicals, fertilizers, man- 
ufatured and traditional goods. 

The Iraqi dinar at present is 
equivalent to $3.2 and is said to 
be overvalued. When asked 
about this, the minister co needed 
that there was an overvaluation. 
“But we axe not worried about 
it,”hesaid. 

Meanwhile, the second stage 
of Iraq’s “third river" drainage 
project is nearing completion, 
according to official sources at 
the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Irrigation. 

The scheme will eventually 
help link agricultural projects in 
central and southern parts of the 
country with the Gulf. 

The present stage includes the 
digging of a long canal that will 
link the southern city of 
Nasiriyah with the Musayab 
drainage scheme, about 187 km 


to the north, and the construc- 
tion of seven bridges over the new 
canal. 

It also includes the building of 
a giant embankment, digging of a 
navigational route and reinfor- 
cement of drainage networks, 
particularly across the southern 
marshlands to withstand erosion 
and salination. 

The first stage included a 211- 
km canal stretching from the 
Damlaj ina rah lan d tn a trey j um- 
ping station near river 
Euphrates. The canal runs across 
a vast area of sand dunes and 
deserts sandwiched between the 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers 
beading down to the eastern and 
western drainage scheme of A1 
Gharraf. 

When completed, the “third 
river” project is expected to 
cover an estimated area of 1.50 
million hectares in central and 
southern Iraq. 


Key issues still pending in GATT talks 


GENEVA, Nov 23, (Reuter): 
Government negotiators have 
almost completed a report on 
two years of talks on liberalising 
world trade, but they remain 
divided over several key issues, a 
spokesman for the GATT trade 
body said today. 

Bargaining on farm trade 
reform, on which the United 
States and the European Econ- 
omic Community diverge shar- 
ply, and on intellectual property 
rules for protecting patents and 
trade secrets will go on for two 
more weeks to try to narrow the 
differences, he said. 

The outcome of these extra 
talks will be incorporated later in 
the 75-page progress report, 
which was adopted last night 


after six days of intensive discus- 
sions, delegates said. 

The document will be presen- 
ted to trade ministers meeting in 
Montreal on Dec 5 to review 
mid-term results achieved in 
global negotiations launched by 
105 countries at Punta Del Este, 
Uruguay, in 1986, and to chart a 
programme for future bargain- 
ing m 1989-90. 

Services 

The negotiations, known as 
the Uruguay round, are being 
conducted under the auspices of 
the Genera] Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT). They 
are aimed at freeing the flow of 
world trade in 14 sectors, includ- 
ing manufactured goods and 


agriculture, and also for the first 
time service industries such as 
banking, insurance and tourism. 

A separate negotiating group 
on services was still in session, 
but was expected to complete its 
work in the next day or two, 
GATT spokesman David 
Woods told a news conference. 

Woods said it was clear that 
the ministers would be involved 
in “a real and major negotiation" 
at Montreal. This phase of bar- 
gaining had in fact began in a 
substantial manner among 
delegations in Geneva over the 
past six days, and major progress 
was achieved, he said. 

Woods said substantive 
agreement had been reached on 
future action in some areas 


including non-tariff barriers to 
trade, but the ministers would 
have to choose between rival 
options on other issues such as 
procedure for settling trade dis- 
putes, and changes in the GATT 
system. 

Reform 

Farm trade reform is one of the 
most hotly disputed subjects in 
the talks. The US wants all coun- 
tries to pledge to abolish all 
agricultural subsidies within an 
agreed period. 

The EEC says this is unrealis- 
tic and has proposed freezing 
support for some products at 
1984 levels as a short-term 
measure and reducing subsidies 
significantly over the long terxn^

user fees and taxes on motor fuel, 
beer, wine and cigarettes.'*

70 factories on 
sale to private 
sector 

BAGHDAD, Nov 23, 
(OPECNA): Seventy state-run 
factories have been put on sale to 
the Iraqi private sector, accord- 
ing to Ad nan Abdul Majeed Jas- 
sem, undersecretary at the Min- 
istry of Industry. 

He told the Baghdad weekly 
‘AI Ittihad’ yesterday that the 
move was part of a government 
plan to do away -with small 
projects and concentrate instead 
on “giant and strategic ones 
only." 

Describing the projects on sale 
as ‘profitable’, he said they ' 
included food, construction and 
textile manufacturing plants. 

Move 

The move is seen here as fur- 
ther encouragement to- the 
private sector so that it can boost 
its contribution- to Iraq's post- 
war reconstruction.

UK inflation jumps to 6.4pc 


LONDON, Nov 23, (AP): 
Britain's annual inflation rate 
jumped to 6.4 per cent in October 
from 5.9 per cent in September, 
pushed up by higher mortgage 
rates, the government said today. 

However, the gain was in Line 
with forecast by Chancellor of 
the ExchequerNigel Lawson and 
by analysts. The financial mark- 
ets, relieved by the news, had 
little reaction. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher repeatedly has said that 
fi ghtin g inflation, which stood at 
3 J per cent in January, is her No 
1 economic priority. To curb 
prices, the government pushed 
up interest rates significantly last 
s umme r, with the commercial 


banks* base lending rate going 
from a 10-year lowof 73 percent 
in June to the current 12percent, 
and mortgage rates going up as 
welL 

The Department of Employ- 
ment said its retail price index 
rose one per cent in October from 
September after a 0.5 per cent 
gain in September from the 
previous month. 

The index, which uses a 1987 
base of 100, stood at 109.5 in 
October, compared with 108.4 in 
September, and 1 02.9 in October 
1987. 

The department said the latest 
rise was mainly the result of 
higher mortgage interest 
payments, following a round of 


mortgage-rate hikes on Oct 1 
when the average rate of 1 1.5 per 
cent rose to 12.75 percent. 

Employment Secretary Nor- 
man Fowler said that the index 
excluding mortgage interest 
payments rose 5.1 per cent in the 
year to October, compared with 
an annual rate of 52. per cent in 
September. 

Interest rates have had to be 
increased to constrain price rises, 
but it will take time,” Fowter 
said. “The government will con- 
tinue to keep up the fight against 
inflation." 

There were also price increases 
in clothing and footwear, motor 
vehicles, motor vehicle insurance 
and beer, the government said.

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Brazil should cut debt 
by $6 billion, says official 


BRASILIA, Nov 23. (Reuter): 
Brazil, the litird World's biggest 
debtor, should lop S6 billion off 
its foreign debt by the end of the 
year through debt conversions, a 
senior official said yesterday. 

Sergio Amaral, secretary for 
foreign affairs at the Finance 
Ministry, told reporters Brazil 
would continue programmes to 
cut its foreign debt, which is 
expected to drop from $121.3 
billion to 115.2 billion during 
1988. 

But he added it would 
introduce measures to limit such 
programmes in order to avoid 
inflationary pressures on the 
economy. 

Debt 

On Sunday Finance Minister 
Mailson Nobrega announced 
the government might suspend 
■debt-equity swaps for six months 
or hold debt auctions on a bi- 
monthly rather than monthly 
basis. 

The various options are still 
being studied. “Nothing has 
been decided yet," said Amaral. 

Brazil’s inflation rate this year 
is expected to top 800 per cent. 

Since April, each month Brazil 
has auctioned off $1 50 million of 
mature debt in the country’s 
major stock exchanges. By the 
end of the year, these debt-for- 
eq uity swaps will have cancelled. 
$1.8 billion of debt. 


The auctions have injected 
money into industries as diverse 
as paper, tourism and agricul- 
ture. In addition, informal con- 
versions based on complex tran- 
sactions which take advantage of 
a thriving black market have 
wiped S3 billion more off the 
debL 

Creditors 

These informal conversions 
have enabled Japanese. 
European and US banks to get 
their money directly from 
creditors rather than going 
through the Central Bank. 

Amaral said $1 billion had 
been cut from the debt via exit 
bonds with fixed interest for 25 
years. 

He said the government was 
likely to reduce the amount of 
informal debt conversions sub- 
stantially in 1989. 

Last month the government 
banned state-owned companies 
from participating in the infor- 
mal scheme because they had 
fuelled a rising black market 
dollar rate and inflated the coun- 
try's monetary base. About 85 
per cent of the companies 
involved in such conversions 
were state-owned. 

Foreign bankers and the state 
companies said they had expec- 
ted government intervention in 
the scheme but regretted the 
decision.

BRUSSELS. Nov 23, (Reuter): 
European Economic Commun- 
ity budget ministers yesterday 
agreed 1989 spending plans for 
the 12-nation bloc which include 
sharp cuts in farm spending, 
diplomats said. 

It is now up to the European 
parliament, which debates the 
budget in December, to give final 
approval to the proposals before 
the year ends. If this happens, it 
will be the first time since 1979 

that the community has entered a 

new year with a budget already 
agreed. 

Diplomats noted the budget’s 
speedy completion owed much 
to an agreement by EEC leaders 
in Brussels last February to rein 
in farm spending and reform the 
community's finances in general. 

Growth 

But stronger than expected 
economic growth, the firmer 
dollar and higher commodity 
prices had also boosted Com- 
munity revenues, effectively 
reducing the burden to be carried 
by member states next year. 

Farm spending, set at 26.8 
billion European currency units 
($32.2 billion), will fall below 60 
per cent of total expenditure for 
the first time since current b udget 
calculations were introduced in 
the early 1960s. 

The 1988 budget had been set 
at 43.8 billion Ecus ($52.6 
billion), but the EEC's Executive 
Commission said last month that 
it would be left with about five 
per cent of that sum unspent 
because its farm support policy 
had cost less than expected.

Ministers postpone crucial oil talks 


VIENNA, Nov 23, (Agencies): 
OPEC ministers agreed today to 
postpone a crucial round of talks 
until tomorrow to allow more 
time to hammer out an 
agreement to reunite the orga- 
nisation and curb overproduc- 
tion. 

OPEC spokesman James 
Audu told Reuters: “The meet- 
ing has been postponed until 
about 11 am (1000 GMT) 
tomorrow morning.” 

It was the third time that 
OPEC ministers meeting in 
Vienna had pushed back a for- 
mal meeting of all 13 organisa- 
tion producers. The delay was 
announced as intense behind- 
the-scenes talks continued for a 
seventh day. 

Ministers had originally been 
due to meet at OPEC's 
headquarters here at 10 am (0900 
GMT) today, but that had 
already been pushed back to 3 
pm (1400GMT). 

Audu said: “Perhaps they 
needed more time for consulta- 
tions.” 

Deal 

The Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
has been struggling to strike a 
deal to rein in production and 
reconcile rival demands by Lran 
and Iraq since last Thursday, 
first with a small group of 
mediators and since Monday 
with all 13 nations. 

The main sticking point has 
been Iraqi demands to be all- 
owed to pump the same amount 


of oil under any new output deal 
as its former Gulf war toe Iran, 


:r producer. 

Iranian Oil Minister 
Gholamreza Aqazadeh has con- 
sistently rejected that demand, 
but has come under intense pres- 
sure from Gulf producer nations 
to backdown. 

Aqazadeh repeated his 
opposition to such a deal yester- 
day after a nearly hour-long 
meeting with ministers from 
Venezuela, Nigeria, Algeria and 
Indonesia, and said he would 
“never concede to parity." 

Oil futures had soared earlier 
after Aqazadeh, in response to 
reporters' questions, said: ‘'I 
think we can reach . an 
agreement.” 

OPEC President Rilwanu 
Lukman, who is Nigeria's oil 
minister, said: “We wdi not end 
without an agreement." 

Output 

Aqazadeh wants Iran's share 
of total OPEC output main- 
tained at the current level of 1 3.5 
per cent, the second-largest after 
Saudi Arabia's 25.6 per cent. 

Iraq's share in the current 
production accord, worked out 
in 1986, is third-largest at 11.7 
percent. 

The current accord caps 
OPEC's total output at about 1 5 
million barrels a day, although 
disregard for quotas has led 
production to soar to 21 million 
barrels a day. The glnt has 
depressed prices worldwide. 

A senior member of one 
delegation said on condition of 
not being identified that a con- 
sensus appeared to be building 
for a new ceiling of about 18.5 


million barrels a day.

“There is an arrangement in 
the works, but l don't know 
when the work is going to be 
complete,” he told reporters.

White House sees US economy growing 


WASHINGTON, Nov 23, 
(Reuter): The Reagan adminis- 
tration, bullish to the end on the 
American economy, predicted 
yesterday that 1989 would be a 
year of stronger growth, lower 
unemployment, falling inflation 
and declining interest rates. 

In contrast to warnings by 
many experts of hard times 
ahead unless the federal budget 
deficit is reduced. White House 
chief economist Beryl Sprinkel 
said the economy would expand 
3.5 per cent next year and keep 
growing at a rate of more than 
three per cent a year in Lhe first 
half of the next decade.

“I am pleased to report in the 
final Reagan administration 
forecast that the longest 
peacetime expansion is expected 
to continue in 1 989 and beyond,” 
Sprinkel, chairman of Reagan's 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
told reporters. 

The White House forecast 
assumes that the expansion, 
already six years old this month, 
will continue for at least 12 years 
without a recession, a prospect 
that many private forecasters say 
is very unlikely. 

The economic forecasts will 
underpin the financial year 1990 
budget that Reagan plans to sub- 
mit to Congress Jan 9. The year 
begins next Oct 1. 

Growth 

The projections of higher 
growth and lower interest rates 
would appear to make it easier 
for the administration's budget 
planners to reach the SI 00- 
billion budget deficit target man- 
dated by a budget-balancing law 


for the 1990 financial year. 

But Sprinkel said he did not 
want to be accused of makin g 
Reagan's Goal forecast too rosy. 

Excluding the impact of the 
drought, which will have the 
effect of reducing farm output 
this year and boosting it next 
year, projected growth in 1989 
would be 2.8 per cent. 

That would be less than the 3.3 
per cent the White House 
estimated in its previous 
forecast, which was 
July, Sprinkel noted. 

The official interest rate 
forecast is also less optimistic 
than it was in summer, he added.

Vengsarkar to play 100th Test

BOMBAY, Nov 23, (Reuter): 
Dilip Vengsarkar becomes the 
seventh person and only the 
second Indian to play 100 Tests 
when he leads his country in the 
second cricket Test against New 
Zealand starting tomorrow. 

“I am very happy that I am 
playing my 100th Test in front of 
my home crowd,” Vengsarkar 
said. “It will be a very emotional 
moment for me.” 

Record 

India's formeT captain and 
opening batsman Sunil 
Gavaskar played in a world 
record 125 Tests. 

Two further milestones could 
be set during the match which 
New Zealand must win to square 
the three-Test series. 

New Zealand skipper John 
Wright needs only 26 runs to 
overtake Bevan Congdon as 
New Zealand's highest run 
scorer in Tests. Wright now has 


3,423 runs. 

For India, Kapil 
runs away from joining 
England's Ian Botham as the 
only Test all-rounders to score 
more than 4,000 runs and take 
300 wickets. 

The New Zealanders have still 
not fully reco v ered from the viral 
fever which swept through the 
team on the rest day of the first 
Test. 

But manager Ken Peas said he 
was confident that key all-roun- 
der Richard Hadlee, one of the 
worst affected, would be fit. 

New Zealand are likely to 
bring in Danny Morrison in 
place of left-arm spinner Evan 
Gray to join Hadlee and Ewen 
Chatfield in the pace attack and 
reduce their spin attack to two. 

The Wankhede stadium pitch 
and Bombay’s steamy weather 
may give more encouragement to 
seam and swing than in the first 


Test at Bangalore where the 
Indian spinners took 1 7 of the 20 
wickets to fall. 

But history is not on New 
Zealand's side. In the last Test 
between the two teams here 12 
years ago the Indian spinners 
took 18 out of 20 wickets as India 
crushed the New Zealanders by 
162 runs.

Tyson-Bruno 
title fight 
off again 

NEW YORK, Nov 23, (AP): 
Mike Tyson's Jan 14 heavy- 
weight title defence against 
Frank Bruno is off again, this 
time amid accusations and 
threats of lawsuits, according to 
published reports. 

Both the New Y ork Times and 
the New York Daily News, in 
today's editions, said the fight 
was postponed late last night 
when the Las Vegas Hilton, site 
of the scheduled match, backed 
out. 

“The fight is off,” said Bill 
Cayton, Tyson's manager, after 
learning from John Giovenco, of 
the Nevada Hilton Corporation, 
that the hotel was “pulling the 
plug on the Jan 14 date.” 

Giovenco acted after being 
told by Tyson’s attorney, 
Howard Weitzman, that 
Cayton’s offer ofa deal with box- 
ing promoter Don King was 
“unacceptable” and there was 
“no way to keep it alive.” 

“I’m very disappointed,” 
Cayton said. The terms for a 
bout with Bruno, who first 
became the No. 1 contender for 
Tyson’s undisputed crown a year 
ago, would’ve earned the cham- 
pion over $6 million. 

A proposed deal with King, 
who Tyson says he wants as lus 
exclusive promoter the next four 
years, was for the four Tyson 
tights carried by Home Box 
Office following the Bruno 
match. Cayton said as “a man- 
ager of integrity, 1 can't let my 
fighter commit financial 
suicide.” 

Now it seems all parties w HI 
show on one docket or another. 

“It will be a long time before 
Mike Tyson fights again,” said 
Seth Abraham, an official of 
HBO, a paid television service.
